Senator Smith Astonished 

Senator Smith expressed astonish- 
ment at the statemept. He repeat- 
edly pressed the witness to answer 
why the aid of a vessel many miles 
nearer a sinking ship was not invoked. 
Bride evaded a direct answer by say- 
ing he didn't know, that probably the 
Frankfrut operator couldn't under- 
stand and that Phillips, his superior, 
has used his own judgment. 

Another phase of the wireless sc 
far as man is concerned was devel- 
oped by the chairman. He drew from 
Bride an acknowledgment that on the 
evening of the tragedy Bride was sit- 
fing with the telephone apparatus on 
his ear adjusting his accounts, The 
steamship California, seeking to warn 
the Titanic that icebergs were in- 
vading the path of ocean travel, cal- 
led incessantly. Bride said he heard 
the call but did net answer because 
he was busy. It was not until half- 
an hour later that the California, still 
striving to reach the steamship ‘Ti- 
tanic to warn them that huge beres 
had been sighted, had her message 
noted by Bride ond verbally communi- 
cated to the Jiner’s captain 

Senator Smith, established by Sig 


nor Mareoni, the inventor of the wire- 
less system bearing his name, that 
both the Titanic and the Frankfurt 
operated virtually the same type e¢ in- 
strument.

Final Scenes on the Titanic 

Under questioning Bride began to 
show signs that he might collapse so 
Senator Smith ended the wireless en- 
quiry and questioned him about the 
final scenes wboard the Titanic. Bride 
and ‘his etiperipr, Phillips, ere 
among the last to leave and were wit- 
nesses of the closing scenes on the 
boat deck, the topmast parade deck 
om the lost ship. Bride's story was 
fragmentary because it was drawn 
from a memory that had not ceased 
to see the actual living horror of it.

We raised the Frankfurt first, 
and then the Carpathla and the Bal- 
tic. As I have said, we did not try 
for the Frankfurt for any length of 
time, but concentrated our messages 
to the Carpathia, which had answ ered 
ihat she as rushing to cur aid. 

“The captain came into the wire- 
less station from the deck when the 
Carpathia advised us of her position 
and figured out the time when the 
vessel would probably arrive. He 
left when that was disposed off and 
proceeded to the bridge. Then we be- 
gan unofficially to keep in communi-

Passengers in Confusion 
“From time to time either Mr. 
Phillips or I would go on deck to 


observe the situation, The last time I 
went on deck I found the passengers 
running around in confusion and there 
was almost a panic, They were seek- 
ing for life belts. All of the large 
life boats were gone, but theré was 
one life boat remaining. It had been 
lashed on the top of the quarters of 
the boat deck. A number of men 
were striving to launch it, 

“7 went back to the wireless cabin 
then. Mr. Phillips was striving to 
send out a final “C, Q, D.” call. The 
power was so low that we could not 
tell exactly whether it has been car- 
ried or net, “er we were in a closed 
cabin and could not hear the crackle 
of the wireless at the mast, Phillips 
kept on sending, however, while I 
buckled on his life belt, and put on my 
own. Then we both cared for a wo~ 
man ho had fainted and who had 
been brought into our cabin. 

All Look Out For Own Safety 

“Then, about ten minutes before the 
ship sank, Captain Smith gave word 
for everyone to lcok out for hia own 
safety. I sprang to aid the men 
struggling to Jaunch the life raft and 
we had succeeded in getting it to the 
edge of the bout when a giant wave 
carried it away. I went with it and 
found myself junderneath, Strug @ 
gling through an eternity, I finally 
emerged and was swimming 160 
feet from the Titanic when she went 
down, I felt no suction as the ves- 
sel plunged. 

“I did not see Mr. Ismay at all. 
Capt. Smith stuck to the bridge and 
turning, I saw him jump in just as the 
vessel glided ‘nto the depths. He had 
net donned a life belt, so far as I 
could see, and went down with the 
ship.” 

The witness showed so plainly the 
mental and physical strain under 
which he was laboring that both Sen- 
ators Newlands and Reed urged Sen- 
few more interesting questions, Sen- 
ator Smith to excuse him. After a 
few more interesting questions, Sen- 
ator Smith did so, 

“I regret extremely having to sub- 
ject you to such an ordeal, he said, 
addregsing Bride, “because of your 
condition.

VIEWS AND REVIEWS. 


A certain impression seems to prevail throughout Edmonton and 
-ertain other cities of the west that lacrosse in the Alberta capital 
is dead as a coffin nail. The impression is as erroneous as certain 
reports concerning the conduct of thé people aboard the sinking 
Vitanie. Lacrosse is anything but dead in Edmonton as will be seen 
in a few weeks, when a new club is organized and a strong team, or 
possibly several teams, placed in the field. 

The man behind the movement to revive lacrosse in this city is 
Joe Driscoll, better man to push any kind of a sport never 
took hold of the game before. With Joe interested and the material 
which is dormant in the city, Edmonton can have several of the best 
lacrosse teams in Western Canada. 

Kor about two years Calgary people have boasted of the manner 
in which the game has taken there. Last year an attempt was made 
to revive the game in Edmonton, but it failed through bad handling. 
The wrong men had direction of the team, atlhough the executive 
officers of the club were about as good as it is possible to get such 
men, They had all kinds of energy, but all their work was by the 
manner in which the team itself was handled. 

Qnee again, however, the success of this sport is dependent upon 
the securing of grounds for practice. That will have to be the first 
work undertaken by any club that endeavors to place a team in the 
field, 

The big question is, of course, the securing of permanent grounds 
but another big question is that of securing grounds for this year 
If come athletic field is not secured this season, there will be very 
little amateur sport in the city for at least another year.

Athletics in Sweden are said to be organized on a very 
base, it having been found possible to unite the various special as- 
sociations into a confederation called the National Association of 
Swedish Gymnastic and Athletic.clubs. By this means it has been 
possible to introduce uniform rules, promote co-operation between 
the associations and by means of one common direction of the whole, 
support, develop and direct the athletic life of the nation. 

In order to encotirage the exercise of athletics in general and 
especially the keeping up of these pursuits after attaining manhood, 
the National Association has issued an athletic badge which can be 
awarded to every Swedish sportsman. The badge has three grades 
and is awarded in gold, silver, and bronze. The badges are awarded 
according to showing made in the follqwing tests: | ‘ 

Group 1#—Swimming 200 metres, or gymnastics. ; : 

Group 2.—High jump, minimum 135 em., or long jump, 479 

Group 3.—Running, 100 metres, maximum time 13 sees., or run- 
ning 400 metres, maximum time 65 sees., or running 1500 metres, 
maximum time, 5 mins, 15 sees. 

, Group 4.—Fencing or throwing. the discus or javalin or putting 
the weight. » 

Group 5.—Running 10,000 metres or swimming 1,000 or running 
on skis 20,000 metres, or skating 10,000 metres, or cycling 20,000, or 
taking part in the final of a league football match or in a match for 
the Swedish football championship. 

The bronze badge goes to any athlete who passes one test in each 
group in one year. The silver badge to one who wins four. bronze 
medals, and the gold to one who wins eight bronze medals. It there- 
fare takes eight years to win a gold medal and four to cop the silver. 
There is, however, a splendid regulation which gives a man a gold 
niédal who is able to pass one test in each group after he is 32 years 
of age. D 

*. There is an association in Sweden similar to that which 
fofmed in Edmonton the other night. It is a central association and 
tlte members have chiefly concentrated their efforts to the encourage- 
ment, support and establishmment of athletic grounds all over the 
country. Chiefly by its own resources, the association has created 
and supports the principal athletic grounds in Stockholm, the Oster- 
malm athletie grounds, which boasts three football fields, running 
tracks tennis courts, ete. These grounds cost over $50,000 and they 
will be utilized during the Olympic games as training grounds for 
the visiting athletes.
